Ihrfon. ibi war Germany, exported 
more sugar than any other European 
country. T he approximate production 
of sugar in that country t mounted to 
j,too,non tons. Ol thi» amount i.aoo.- 
a-oo toils were exported. 

Wlim the war broke out the Ger¬ 
man augar interests feared that they 
would be swamped with their stocks, 
and implored the government to. per¬ 
mit them to export it as before, as¬ 
serting that the next harvest added to 
tlie stock on hand would suffice for 
al| human needs for two years. The 
government consented and the con¬ 
sequent** was that immense quantities 
ol augar weic soit to IIo«)a»U ?«k fht 
F.iiglUh market. Thia permission 
was soon withdrawn hut it served to 
prove how the government had under- 
estimated the length of the war. 

Thru came the idea to use sugai 
(or indder purposes and nearly a mil¬ 
lion tons were consumed that way 
last year. Taken at the best the beet 
sugar crop of IQIS brought only some 
.t,50O,ooo tone, as against 5,500,000 tons 
in normal times. The government has 
now forbidden the use of sugar for 
cattle feeding, also in breweries and 
further rut down the supply of choc¬ 
olate and candy factories by one-half.
